W. Sneed, pastor of the Memorial 
tive Presbyterian Church, 
Houston, Texas. 


The name, of course, comes 
from Christ’s description of Him- 
self as the “‘good shepherd.” 


Each, Undershepherd attempts 
to do just what Christ did, bring- 
ing lost sheep into the fold and 
caring for those already in the 
flock. 


To accomplish this, each Under- 
shepherd is assigned to a flock— 
five families. He prays for them 
every day. The Undershepherd is 
urged to keep a list of his flock 
in some place where he will see 
it every day—“‘where you cannot 
escape it.” And he prays a per- 
sonal] prayer for each person: 

“God bless Mary and give her 
strength to handle her family.” 
“Bless John and help him to be 
a success not only in business, 
but as a father.” 


As each new member is fe- 
ceived into the church, his name 
is turned over to an Undershep- 
herd within 24 hours. The Under- 
shepherd calls the member im- 
mediately and makes an appoint- 
ment to call on him in his home. 
He presents the new member with 
a membership certificate, ex- 


plains the church program to 
them and tells the new member 
he will pray for him daily. 


The Undershepherd calls at the 
home of each of his fleck four 
times a year to give the family 
a copy of the quarterly devotional 
guide. 


He is also expected, to keep in 
close touch with his families via 
personal contact at church and 
telephone calls. If a member is 
sick, he is expected to notify the 
pastor. 


Undershepherds are carefully 
selected by the pastor and the 
coordinator of the program, Wil- 
lis Lasseter, and must be ap- 
proved by the session of the 
church. 


There are 20 Undershepherds 
currently enrolled in the program 
at Philadelphia. 


To complete the prayer chain, 
each elder prays daily for five 
Undershepherds and their fami- 
lies and the pastor and his wife 
pray for the elders. 


The Rev. Mr. Alexander feels 
the program will provide ‘“‘spirit- 
ual enrichment for the whole 
church.” He also feels that the 
personal contact and daily prayer 
will keep old members firmly 
anchored to the church and en- 
able new members to fit more 
easily into the church program. 


A verse from Isaiah serves as 
a guide for each Undershepherd. 
This verse was written a long 
time before Christ’s birth as a 
description of the coming Mes- 
siah: 


“He shall lead His flock like 
a shepherd: He shall gather His 
lambs with His arms, and carry 
them in His bosom, and shall 
gently lead those that are with 
young.”

North Carolina—Reports in writ- 
ing are kept by dealers on pur- 
chases of explosives, use planned, | 
and date sold. It is a felony to use | 
explosives to injure another per- | 
son or building and the maximum | 
sentence is 5 to 30 years. 


Louisiana—This state probably 
has some of the most lenient ex- 
plosives statutes. The public safe- 
ty department requires a permit 
to transport explosives in a motor 
vehicle. Ownership or possession 
of explosives ‘‘with intent to com- 
mit a crime” is prohibited. But 
apparently there are no regula- 
tions dealing with the sale or pur- 
chase of dynamite, nitro or other 
volatile substances.

Earth shocks such as this one 
are called “bumps” by miners.

“bumps” are slight, as were the 
several earlier ones this year. 


A cold wind blew and it was 
raining. The bedraggled cluster 
of waiting families moved from 
the pithead into the lamp house, 
where the miners leave their 
working equipment. They looked 
hopefully at the “tag board,” 
where the miner’s tags were hung 
as they were brought to the sur- 
face, signifying they were alive. 
And they waited at the wash 
house, where the rescued men 
cleaned up after their ordeal. 


An “elite” corps of rescue 
workers immediately went into 
the mine. There were about 380 
men, many of them known as 
“draegermen,” because the equip- 
ment they use is named after 
Draeger, a German who invented 
it. 


“We'll never give up,” said 
draegerman Harry MacKinnin 
when he emerged after 14 hours 
underground.

George Smith, a neighbor. 


Lee Reep, a mechanic, was one 
of the first persons to arrive at 
the slaying sene. 


‘Roy’s wife was lying in a 
road ... a little kid, about 1% 
years old, was there with her.

“We called the 
ambulance and the law.” 


FOUND BODY

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High school students this week investigated, through their own 
experiences, the parents-teen-ager relationship, and decided today’s 
mothers and fathers are not guilty of making too many demands 
upon their youngsters. The majority of students wrote the Young 
Ideas editor that what demands parents make are made through 


love, and a desire to achieve the best possible life for their chil- 
dren. 


But some students lashed out at parents’ “do as I say, not as 
I do” policy, and many others declared they are tired of parents 
using a “when I was your age . . .” rule to measure the standards 
of today’s young people. They urge parents to remember times 
have changed, and parents must grow with their children. 


Most teen-agers agree with 17-year-old Sara Robinson, Fair- 
burn, who declared in her winning letter that teens must meet 
many responsibilities dished out by parents, but she was quick to 
point out that such obligations are not unreasonable: 


Parents should never have to ask where their children are 
going, what they plan to do, and other details. Teen-agers 
should tell them these things. .The expectations of parents 
are not exceedingly great. Naturally, parents want and ex- 
pect their youngsters to do their very best. Certainly parents 
have that right. Young people should feel obligated enough 
to try to do their best. 


Of course, it is true that some homes are ruled by harsh 
fathers and mothers. However, it is also true that the teen- 
agers in such homes are usually unworthy of trust and re- 
spect, so demands must be made of them. 


As young people mature, they realize, in most cases, that 
their parents’ demands: are not extreme, and indeed, are 
usually helpful. 


Jan Lipton, 17, Union City, agrees that parents do not demand 
too much, but for another reason. Jan accuses: 


Parents don’t think teen-agers are capable of giving. 
They think we are still babies. Why, in the days of our 
grandparents, girls were considered old enough to marry when 
they were 17 or 18. Times have changed, and even though

statistics show that a high percentage of girls do marry at 17 
or.18 now, parents don’t consider them old enough for mar- 
riage, or for anything else except being lazy, running around 
with a gang, and the like. 


Parents want their children to take on more responsibil- 
ity, but don’t give them the chance to do so, because the 
adults don’t believe we are capable of handling it. Parents 
complaints about how much money children spend, but if their 
child tries to get a job, they say he’s too young to work. Not 
anly teens, but children of all ages should be encouraged to 
take on responsibility. Childrens would then grow up to be 
more mature adults, capable of handling their responsibilities 
of making a home and caring for their own families. 


Carole Brown, 16, Fairburn, is among students who hit parents’ 
“do as I say, not as I do”’ attitude: 


Parents expect a child to have the right attitude 
toward life, high morals and a sense of values, when the 
adults don’t have them. How can a child know if he’s not 
taught, and doesn’t have a good example to follow? 


Some parents keep their children tied to their apron 
strings too long. When a child reaches his middle teens, 
mamma has to begin cutting quite of few of those strings ... 
young people have to learn to accept responsibility, and pre- 
paring them to accept it is the duty of their parents. 


Gary Bowie, 17, Palmetto, thinks parents expect too much, and 
cites a few examples: 


Parents think teens should be home at 10 p.m. or 10:30 
p.m. when they go to the movies on dates. This is too early, 
because most theaters don’t close until 11:30 or 12. Parents 
also expect teens to stay home most all the time, especially 
on school nights, and usually on weekend nights. Teens 
should, of course, stay home some nights, but they should be 
allowed to go out on weekends and a couple of nights during 
the week for dates and social activities. 


And Ronnie Reynolds, 17, College Park, declares teen-agers 
will always be expected to do more than they will do: 


Teens are not expected to do as much now as they were 


trings!” 
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in the past, and they will do even less in the future. Stand- 
ards of living have gone up, therefore teens have time to 
do things they like better than work. 


Another College Park teen-ager, Judy Johnson, 16, observes 
that with rights comes duty: 


With all the rights and privileges teen-agers are granted 
today, it is only logical that they should give something in re- 
turn. . .. Parents expect in return only the love they have 
given. Is this too much? Many teens seem to think so, and 
give their parents only material things instead of showing 
their love and devotion. It is every teen-ager’s duty to return 
the love their parents expect. I do not think parents are ex- 
pecting too much. Sometimes, parents expect children to sup- 
port them in their old age. This is not expecting too much, 
either, if the children are able to support their parents without 
too much of a strain on their own families. 


Campbell student Tony Eichele points out that today’s teens 
are expected to do only a few chores around the house, and most 
parents just expect their youngsters to get average grades in 
school: 


But some parents are too strict and ask too much. The 
teens resent this. Parents should let teens off with just a 
few chores every afternoon, and a certain amount of work 
and study over the weekends. It is not for parents to say when 
teens should be in at night, for the teens are mature enough 
to know what time they should be home. ... And I think 
teens know who they should go out with, and who they should 
not go out with. 


Brenda Boyd, 17, Fairburn, offers the quotation, “. . . And, ye 
fathers, provoke not your children to wrath, but bring them up in 
the discipline and instruction of the Lord,”’ as a basis of healthy 
parent-teen relationship: 


A teen-ager brought up in the discipline and instruction 
of the Lord wilt fulfill the expectations of a good reputation, 
love, trust, honesty, kindness and happiness. Today’s parents 
have given up much to secure for their youth such things as 
guidance, material benefits, high standards and influence. 
Why, then, haven’t they the right to demand love and trust?

3. It provides no clearcut stand- 
ards for measuring or defining 
the results of the tests. 


The American Medical Assn. in 
October 1951 reported that Krebio- 
zen showed no objective or subjec- 
tive improvement in 100 cancer 
patients after control treatment. 


The Krebiozen Research Foun- 
dation of Chicago proposed that 
the American Cancer Society con- 
duct a special test, but specified 
that foundation representatives 
have an equal part in the test 
procedures.
